On  March  20,  Broome  County,  Mew  York,  completed  the  first  decade 
of  county  agent  work  in  that  county,  This  was  the  first  county  to  take 
up  this  form  of  extension  work  in  the  thirty-six  states  outside  of  the 
cotton  belt*  The  event  was  celebrated  by  a three-act  pageant,  "The 
Progress  of  an  Idea?  involving  the  original  county  agent,  J.  H*  Barron ^ , 
rejS.eirtaitiTO'.ol's tdaS  Delaware,  Lackawanna,  and  Western  Railway,  the  Bigham- 
ton  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
.vho  were  identified  with  starting  the  movement.  This  was  followed  with 
a banquet,  community  singing,  and  public  speaking,  which  made  up  the  pro- 
gram.
